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RIGHTIETH ANNUAL SESSION 
CHURCH COVENANT. 


Having been led, as we believe, by the spirit of God, to re- 
ceive the Lord Jesus Christ as our Savior, and on the profes- 
sion of our faith, having been baptized in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, we do in the presence 
of God, Angels, and this assembly, most solemnly and joyfally 
enter into covenant with one another, as one body in Christ. 

Ist. We engage therefore, by the aid of the Holy Spirit, 
to walk together in Christian love to strive for the advance- 
ment of this church in knowledge, holiness, and comfort; to 
promote its prosperity and Spirituality; to sustain its worship. 
ordinances, discipline and doctrines; to contribute cheerfully 
and regularly to the support of the ministry, the expense of the 
church and the relief of the poor, and the spread of the gospel 
through all nations. 

2nd. We also engage to maintain family and secret devo- 
tions; to religiously educate our children, to seek the salvation 
of our kindred and acquaintences; to walk cireumspectly in the 
world; to be just in our dealings, faithful in our engagements, 
and exemplary in our deportment; to avoid all tattling, back- 
biting, and excessive anger; to abstain from the sale and use of 
intoxicating drinks as a beverage, and to be zealous in_our ¢f- 
forts to advance the kingdom of our Savior. 

3rd. We further engage to watch over one another in broth- 
erly love; to remember each other in our prayers; to aid each 
other in sickness and in distress ; to cultivate Christian sympathy 
in feeling and courtesy of speech; to be slow to take offence, 
but always ready for reconciliation, and mindful of the rules of 
our Savior to secure it without delay. 

4th. We moreover engage that when we remove from this 
place, we will as soon as possible unite with some other church, 


where we can carry out the spirit of this covenant and the 
principles of God's word.

EVANGELISM. 


First, let us see just what we mean when we refer to the word 


See 
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“Evangelism.” Mr. P. E. Burroughs -in his book: “Winning to Chrisi” 
gives us; we think the best definition which we can find and use in 
this short discussion of the subject. 

“Evangelism is winning to Christ by a proclamation of the evangel, 
the good news of the Christ. It carries the idea of the simple process 
of bringing to descipleship, of the initial bringing into the kingdom 
of grace. It can hardly be said to embrace the preparatory processes 
which are essential to an early and full surrender to Christ, as it does 
not include the later measure of training and culture which are es. 

ential to the rounded completeness of Christian life and character.” 
| Mr. Burroughs goes further and says “We are saved in order that 

ye may save.” We, ourselves chosen’ and redeemed through divine 
Ipve that we may win others to love the great Savior and to know the 
great salvation.” ° 

We are glad that God in his all wis wisdom, has permitted us to 
have a part in this glorious work; for no joys equals that joy which 
comes to us through soul winning. The task of winning to Christ is 
supreme and supremely glorious and should hold the supreme place 
in our lives. We believe all evangelistic work should have a definite 
plan. The “State Mission Manual” written by Brother Lawrence and 
Miss Lackey, tells us under the head of “Marks of an Efficient 
Church,” that the responsibilities of a local church may be grouped 
under six heads. These with a brief indication of features, inde- 
ypensable to efficiency, are as follows: Organization, Business, 


pra Evangelism, Education and Worship. 


Evangelism is divided into two main divisions. “The local Field,” 
and “The World Field.” The local field is divided into five subdivis- 
ions as follows: 

First—A definite plan of seed-sowing and harvest for school and 
church. 

Second— Enlistment of members for the work of winning others to 
Christ. 

Third—Special training of those who are enlisted for soul winners. 

Fourth—Constant prayer for more laborers, and for salvation of souls. 

Fifth—Special evangelistic services at least once a year. 

We would like very much to take up each subdivision as they come 
in this list and discuss each fully but time forbids, and we will only 
discuss the first. “A definite plan.” While the personal element must 
predominate in all evangelistic efforts, and surely we do well to insist 
upon personal evangelism, yet there are three divinely given institutions 
which contribute to evangelism—the home, the Sunday School, and 
the church, and our plans should include work in all three. Normally, 
the home is the mightiest factor. It has the child in. the early, 
plastic years almost exclusively. It is the home to give the earliest 
bent and bias towards God. The influence of a Christian father and 
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mother may count for more towards conversion than all teachers 
and schools, all preachers and churches more than all other individuals 
or institutions. 

The foundations for conversions should be laid in the early years in 
the home. It is good to believe that many Christian homes are busy 
laying these foundations. In all cases: however; the fires on the 
family altar should be kindled and kept burning by the _ fires of 
evangelistic zeal which burn on the altar in the Sunday School and 
the church. 

The Sunday School, the connecting link between the home and the 
church, further plants the seed of the gospel. Touching the home 
on the one side; it supplements its instructions and appeals; touching 
the church on the other side it seeks to prepare the life for its 
sacred service. Finally the church comes in with its glorious word of 
atonement and its message of life in Jesus and_reaps in salvation the 
harvest which has been preparing in the work of the home and the 
Sunday School. 

The Southern Baptists are laying much stress on these agencies and 
if we Baptists of Zion Association would emphasize these institutions 
as we should our possibilities are unlimited and God would wonderfully 
bless our labors, and give us many souls to rejoice in this great salva- 
tion. Certainly it is possible to conceive of conversion with one or 
another of these elements lacking, men are saved who received no 
Christian impress in home nor never knew the blessings of a Snuday 
School. But we. can not win to Christ in the best and largest sense 
without the co-operation of these three God given agencies. 

The Home Mission Board of Atlanta, is the great central agency 
of the Southern Baptists through which our people address themselves 
as a unit to the task of saving the South. This general agency at 
many points co-operates with and supplements the indespensable ef- 
forts of the denomination in each State through State Missions. Our 
Home Board has the distinction of being by far the most successful 
Home Mission Board in America, when the number of souls won to 
Christ by its workers is taken as a standard of comparison -The 
Home Board reported 38,000 baptisms by its workers last year. The 
next largest number of baptisms reported by a Home Mission’s agency 
was 10,000 by the Home Mission Society of Northern Baptists. Of 
this large number of baptisms 17,000 were credited to co-operating 
agencies, but 21,000 was credited directly to Home Mission endeavor. 

We would urge each member of this Association to go back home 
and read “Winning to Christ” by P. E. Burroughs. Published by our 
Sunday School Board in Nashville. This book is worth its weight in 
gold to those who will read and study same. It points out so plainly 
the duty and responsibility of the home, the Sunday School and the 
church in this great work of evangelism that we all cant afford not 
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to study its pages if we would be of use in our Lord’s and Master’s 
vineyard. 

We recommend that our churches of Zion Association be encouraged 
to form study classes in the “State Mission Manual,” and the class 
book; Baptist Home Mission: Again our churches should be en. 
couraged to make a large use of the Home and State Mission tracts, 
issued free by each Mission Board. We urge that large efforts be made 
in the churches to get clubs of subscribers to the “Home Field?” It 
is a splendid magazine about the on-going of the kingdoni of Christ 
in the South. It is a distressing and lamentable situation that only 
one Baptist preacher in five gets this magazine, which is only 25¢ a 
year in clubs of five or more. 

Now in conclusion let us say that the. minds and hearts of men 
were never so open to the claims: of the gospel as now. The world 
is sobered by the horrors of the awful war and now is the time to 
preach the gospel to men in -the power of the Holy Spirit. Today 
men who ¢an think at all are thinking. Today men who can feel at 
all are feeling. They are bowed with sorrow and shame at the world’s 
most- awful cataclysm,—the fruits of a Christless Christianity. The 
world’s hour has come. It is “The fullness of the time.” It is like- 
wise the Baptist hour, for we have the keenest perception of the 
simple gospel truth: we have the deepest abhorence of tyrannical 
traditions and we are’ bound by the fewest fetters from human creeds. 
Therefore we know, or should know that the only hope for men and 
nations lies in the simple gospel of grace. and in the obedient loyalty 
to the Son.of God who gave to the world this gospel. It is the Lord's 
hour. It is therefore our Christ's and it should be ours.

REPORT ON PERIQDICALS. 

We have come to admit, that knowledge is the foundation for all 
conse°ra ed and intelligent activity for the redemption of the world. 
Matthew records of Jesus that when he saw the multitude that he was 
moved with compassion on them. 


Jesus himself bade the disciples continue no longer in ignorance, but 
rather to lift up their eyes and look on the fields, and see the 
for immediate work. Since information is the basis of enthusiasm 
and progress, let us lift our eyes and look upon the fields, and see the 
demand for immediate action; And go to work to enlist our people in 
a systematic study of God’s word, and also put into actual operation 
some plan by which we may place our denominational _ periodicals 
such as the “Baptist Record,’ “Home Field,” “Foreign Mission 
Journal,” and “Royal Service,” in every Baptist home in the Zion 
\: sociation. 


In order that the suggestions of this report be put into action we 
offer the following resolution: 


Ist. That each pastor of the Association at his next regular ap- 
pointment confer with the clerk of his church, and that they divide 
the territory of each church into as many divisions as they see fit, 
so that each may be easily covered, securing from the clerk the names 
of each church member in. each division. 


2nd. That each pastor supply himself with sample copies of Bap- 
tist Record: “Home Field,” “Foreign Mission Journal,” and “Royal 
Service,” and the he appoint a committee for each division of his 
church or churches, and let the duty of each committeeman be, to take 
a list of-names of his or her division and personally visit each person, 
showing sample copies of ‘above periodicals and earnestly soliciting his 
or her subscription for same, and if a subscription is not secured the 
first time, try a second.

BAPTIST HOSPITAI, 


The Baptists of Mississippi are interested in two great hospitals viz: 
“The Baptist Memorial Hospital.” located at Memphis, Tenn., kept up 
by the Baptists of Mississippi, Tennessee and Arkansas. And “The Bap. 
tist Hospital,” located at Jackson, Miss., owned and controlled by the 
Baptists of Mississippi, known as the “Mississippi Baptist Hospital.” 
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The original property is a gift to the Baptists of Mississippi, from 
Drs. Hunter and Shands. The three persons who started what is 
now the “Mississippi. Baptist Hospital,” are Miss Stamps, Misses Lula 
and Nola Patrick,—who are known for their works sake. 


\fter operating in a poorly equipped frame building for a_ time, 
and realizing the needs of better equipments, the Baptists of the State, 
decided to raise $50,000 to erect a stone building. The amount was 
raised by cash offerings, and subscriptions. 


Today we have a beautiful building, that will compare favorably 
with any building of the kind in the South. The old building is being 
used as nurses quarters. 


During six years of service, more than fourteen hundred patients 
have been treated, and just a few over one hundred failed to get re- 
lief. Jesus, our Lord when He was in the world, spent much time 
giving relief to the afflicted bodies of men and women, and He said 
when He went away “occupy until I come.’ So let us promptly pay 
our subscription where we have any promise made to this worthy in- 
stitution, and if we have never given anything, let us not fail to send 
them something. “I was sick and you ministered unto me.” “And in 
us much as ye did it unto me the least of these my brethren ye did 
it unto me,” “And He will say to those on His right hand, enter thou 
into the joys of thy Lord, inherit the kingdom prepared for you from 
the foundation of the world.”” “Work while it is day, for the night 
cometh when no man can work.”

MISSIONS. 


We are sure that nearly every member of the churches of our Associa. 
tion knows that our Mission subject has been divided into three heads 
viz “Foreign,” “Home,” and “State.” We shall treat. these sub jects 
under their respective heads. 

FIRST FOREIGN MISSION. 

By Foreign Missions we mean those in every foreign country. Our 
Foreign Mission Board is now carrying on work in Ittly, Brazil, Mex- 
ico, Argentina, Japan, China and Africa. The work prospers on 
nearly every field. The number of baptisms increase nearly every 
year 

Some of our fields are becoming self-supporting. But new fields are 
opening up. 

We are in-the midst of a world conflict. As citizens of the United 
States, we are thinking of the great loss of life and waste of money 
among the nations, striving for victory on the field of battle. But 
have we thought of what all this may mean to our great “Foreign Mis- 
sion Work” of extending our Master's kingdom to the uttermost parts 
of the earth? Some of our missionaries who are at home on furlough 
are being asked to remain indefinitely. 

The waring nations of Europe are looking to Christian America 
for peace. 

We feel also that responsibility of the host of the Lord, is to give 
to the world the peace of the soul. 


We urge that every church Jn our Association make a contribution 
to “Foreign Mission.” 


SECOND HOME MISSIONS. 


It may be surprising to some, why the demands for home missions 
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grows greater, and greater each year. But if we will only make a 
comparison of what there was a few years ago, and what ought to be 
done now, we can readily see why the demands are greater. In 1880 
the population of the South was 18,000,000. Of the 33,000,000 here to- 
day 22,000,000 make no profession or religion. If we count off 4,000,000 
who from infancy or other cause are irresponsible, there are still in the 
South today a mighty host of unsaved people equal in the number ‘o 
the entire population in 1880. 

Never before have the demands been greater for “Home Missions.” 
Because of the many insiduous attacks upon true religion, by modern 
false faiths, such as “Roman Catholic,” “Russelites,” “Christian 
Scientest,” and many others; every preacher of the truth, and every 
church are chalenged to gird themselves for the great’ tasks. They 
mightily challenge us to throw the whole power of our body into a 
mighty missionary compaign for Christ, in which there shall be much 
study and teaching of word and preaching of the Lordship of Christ, 
and other Bible doctrines. 

“Home Mission” churches have been and will continue to be, not 
only centers of strong denominational spirit, and of gefidine progress, 
it has always been and will continue to be dependable centers of 
loyalty to the word of God. 

We recommend that our churches be encouraged to make larger use 
of the splendid free Home Mission tracts issued by the “Home Mis- 
sion Board,” and to form study classes in the board’s new book, 
“Baptist Home Missions.” 


THIRD STATE MISSIONS. 


By State Missions we mean those! in our own State of Mississippi. 
Many people argue that “Charity begins at home,” and surely it does. 
Many argue instead of sending money to other lands, we should 
help those at our own doors, for there is plenty of work for us to 
do. This is very true, but usually the man who does not give to 
“Foreign Missions,” does not worry himself about “State Missions,” 

Ourreports for the past year show that we are not doing what 
we ought to do. 

We want to urge every pastor in our Association | to present the 
matter of “State Missions,” to the churches and urge our people to 
put on the whole armor of God and support our leaders in the work 
here in the State of Mississippi. Last year there were only six churches 
in this Association gave anything for this cause, which shows that our 
churches are not placing this matter before the people. We must 
give the people a chance. We want to urge that every messenger see 
to that the cause of State Missions be presented to the people.

“The Baptist Orphanage,” located at Jackson, Miss., is closing its 
eighteenth year. During this time it has cared for more than 700 
children, many of, whom have gone out into excellent homes, and a 
goodly number are filling responsible positions in the different walks of 
life. There are about 230 children in the Orphanage at this time. 

In addition to the Orphanage proper there is a large farm located 
about fourteen miles from Jackson, to which a score or more of the 
larger boys have been transfered. Here they have the advantage of 
a consolidated High School and in the mean time are being drilled 
in farming, poultry and stock raising, trucking, saw milling and dairy- 
ing. 

The Orphanage is supported by voluntary contributions from differ- 
ent sources. 

Your committee regret to report, that these contributions are not 
sufficient to support the increased number of children and the insti- 
tution is now embarrassed with overhanging debts. 

Bro. Carter pleads that every Sabbath School make monthly con- 
tributions for same. In addition your committee urge that-enlarged 
contribution be sent up from each church and that as much as 
possible, we co-operate in the filling of cars about the Thanksgiving 
period.

LAYMAN’S MISSIONARY MOVEMENT. 


Your committee submit the following: Human nature is prone to 
be initiative. The most of our individual learning is done so. When 
the tendency to initiate is accompanied by a counter tendency to- 
ward original individuality, a healthful happiness and propagating 
condition results. This is as true in spiritual life, as in everythng else. 

There are certain instruments in the hands of God, some of them 
known as preachers, who seem in a large measure responsible for the 
unsatisfactory condition that now exists. The leader in all missionary 
activity. is the Holy Spirit and in the degree that the men in charge 
yield themselves to the leading of God; in just thar degree will the 
activity, whether it be missionary or otherwise, be successful. And 
all spiritual activity will finally result in Missions. 

The perfect disciple can only be like the master, too many men are 
today, trusting the human instrument for leadership and making him 
the master. Whereas the true leader is not seen but is revealed in 
His word, and made manifest through His children’s lives insomuch as 
their lives are surrendered to Him for guidance. 

Hence the first requisite is a ministry absolutely consecrated. This 
will bring us naturally to the second step, to wit: When the preachers 
are all absolutely consecrated, a wonderful change will take place in 
the laymen. When the word of God is presented; both in their sermons 
and in their lives, when the Holy Ghost has free access and an invita- 
tion to use the unreserved life of the preacher any time, and all 
the time, then the word of God will not return void. God will not 
fail to use the life that is set apart for His service. Then the power 
of initiative, lying now asleep in the lives of unknown lay-people will 
be aroused. Men will begin to take hold of the affairs of the king- 
dom, because they have both seen and heard. They nave both been 
told and shown. Then it will be true that they need not, that any 
man should teach them, because they have the anointing of the Holy 
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One, then the raising of a few paltry dollars will seem a small good 
to set before a people of whom it has been said “ye are Gods.” Then 
it will be that the work of God shall be done, that men will lay the 
plans of their lives in the full knowledge that the principles eminating 
from the God heard are true, and that the promises of the Bible are 
true. Then it will be that the gospel shall surely make gradual but 
irresistable headway on its mission of making men free, in peoples 
minds it becomes glad tidings, and news of great joy spreads with 
uncontrollable rapidly.
